At about 9 o’clock we we iv 
started on Hie march again without 
breakfast. 
Many of the Spaniards 
were so sick that they could hardly 
walk, but the native guards struck 
them with their guns to make them 
move faster, shouting “Sigce!” all the 
time. That word I shall never forget, 
for it rang continually in my ears 
sigce, sigce, sigce, like a man driving 
cattle. 
We were in a better condition 
than tile Spaniards, so they put us 
ahead, but every once iu awhile we 
had to stop aud wait for the cazaderos. 
Eleven months of imprisonment, hun­ 
ger and hard treatment had left them 
in poor condition to march on a dusty 
road in the broiling sun. 
A three 
hours’ march brought us to Sau Rafael, 
right iu the foothills.

to them In every cliaracteristie. 
“ Perhaps if the people of the United 
S tates had the Spanish w ar to fight 
over again they would hesitate in a de­ 
term ination to hohl these Islamls as an 
Indemnity with the purpose of sub ­ 
duing the Filipinos, for, as every one 
knows, the 
struggle 
there has cost 
m any valuab hi lives and m any thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
But now tha t they 
are In the contlict with the Intention of 
conquering the natlv» *s, it would never 
do for the governm ent to desist. 
The 
prize is many times w orth the pain, 
and I am convinced tha t when peace 
ahall have b een completely estab lished 
the prodigious value of the islands, 
b oth In a commercial sense and in re­ 
spects too num erous to mention, will 
b e fully appreciated b y the American 
oation.

They must gather the natives, study 
their hab its ami disposition ami then 
fram e law s to cotdorm to the populace.

perl'eet health, 
with 
steady uerve and cool head. 
The nam es of these men do not a p­ 
pear In the naval register, they b eing 
rated as gunners’ mates. 
One of the 
officers who have served at the tra in ­ 
ing station w here men are b eing drilled 
to 
b ecome 
divers 
said 
recently 
in 
speaking of this m atter: “One of the 
main requirem ents for a m an who 
wishes to b e a diver In the navy is a 
good nerve and the ab ility to keep 
from getting rattled. 
Many disasters 
have resulted simply b ecause men have 
b ecome rattled while under w ater. 
It 
is nothing unusual for a candidate to b e 
b rought up unconscious a fte r a trial, 
with b looil Issuing from his mouth 
and nose as the result of a hem orrhage.

Chinese Minister Talks of Na­ 
tives and How to Rule Them.

Wu Ting Fang, China’s m inister to 
the United States, who is also imperial 
representative to the court of Spain, 
has returned to W ashington from an 
official visit to Madrid. 
In all of the 
European countries that 
he 
passed 
through Mr. Wu says the greatest in­ 
terest is m anifested in the prospective 
disposition of the Philippines, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
“The people of Spain, France and 
England realise, however," he declar­ 
ed, “that the United States has a hard 
nut to crack in the matter of the sub­ 
jugation of tile Filipinos. 
Tile f i l i ­ 
pino people are probably unlike any 
other nationality on earth, aud conse­ 
quently a distinct aud peculiar manner 
of treatment is necessary, in any nego­ 
tiations between them and a foreign 
people for the accom plishm ent of their 
sovereignty, to a nation so dissim ilar 
to them In every characteristic. 
“Perhaps if the people of the United 
States had the Spanish war to fight 
over again they would hesitate in a de­ 
termination to hold these islands as an 
Indemnity with the purpose of sub­ 
duing the Filipinos, for. as every one 
knows, the 
struggle there has cost 
many valuable lives aud many thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
But now that they 
are in the conflict with the intention of 
conquering tin* uatives. it would never 
do for the governm ent to desist. 
The 
prize is many tim es worth the pain, 
and I am convinced that when peace 
shall have been com pletely established 
the prodigious value of tile islands, 
both in a com mercial sense and in re­ 
spects too numerous to mention, will 
be fully appreciated by the American 
nation. 
“It must be borne in mind, how­ 
ever, that in order to retain the islands 
without fom enting a repetition of tile 
frequent disturbances which marked 
the sovereignty of Spain in the Philip­ 
pines, tile legislative aud executive 
branches of the American government 
must enact and enforce a code of law s 
which will bo in conformity with the 
manners, custom s and tem peram ent of 
the Filipino people, 
it would be an 
Impossibility tor the United States to 
extend its own statutes to tile Filipinos 
as they now stand ami maintain a 
peaceful aud happy condition there. 
“Laws must lie enacted by the Amer­ 
ican congress to apply to the Filipinos 
exclusively, law s which are suitable 
and applicable even to a shade to the 
natives. 
It will be im possible for the 
people of the United States to proclaim 
their owu law s aud then attem pt to 
make the Filipinos conform to them. 
They must gather the natives, study 
their habits and disposition and then 
fram e law s to conform to the populace.

The I pounder breechloading rapid 
fire gun which Hear Admiral Schley is 
going to present to the Union League 
club of Brooklyn will rest in the club­ 
house on ti * same pedestal which sup­ 
ported it on Admiral Cervera’s flag 
ship during the battle off Santiago. 
Tile gun is in perfect working order 
and still carries Its bullet scarred 
shield. It weighs about 250 pounds. 
After the Vizcaya was disabled Rear 
Admiral J. VT. Philip, at that time In 
command of the Texas, but at present 
commandant of the Brooklyn nav; 
yard, with several other officers, visit 
ed the wrecked vessels and among 
other things secured this gun.

The shield,

vent. At 4 in tile morning we were on 
the march again. 
About four hours’ 
march brought us to the bank of a 
large river, and here we were ferried 
across iii a large canoe. 
On the other 
side lay Balinag, our resting place for 
the night. 
YVe were taken into a con 
veut and put iuto a room about 6 by 
IO, with nothing to sleep on but the 
floor aud a litter covered with blood. 
The sergeant of the guard was a young 
Spaniard, aud he tried to make it as 
easy as possible for us. bringing us 
some rice ami fish to eat. 
“ We saw many wounded bere from 
the front. 
Next morning we were 
awakened 
by 
the natives throwing 
stoues through tile windows at u h to 
see us move. 
Hundreds came to gaze 
at us through the door, including many 
priests. 
At about 9 o'clock we were 
started on the march again without 
breakfast.

were so sick that they could hardly 
walk, but the native guards struck 
them with their guns to make them 
move faster, shouting "Sigce!" all the 
time.

TH E I’KKsI DENT'S SPEECH. 
The speech delivered by President Mc­

LAWS FOR FILIPINOS. 


Chinese Minister Talks of Na­ 
tives and How to Rule Them. 


EUROPEANOOUNTRIESINTERESTED

Wu Ting Fang, China's minister to 
the United States, who is also Imperial 
representative to tie* court of Spain, 
has returned to W ashington from an 
official visit to Madrid. 
In all of the 
European countries that 
he 
passed 
through Mr. Wu says the greatest in­ 
terest is m anifested In the prospective 
disposition of the Philippines, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
“The p e o p le of Spain, France and 
England real lac, however,” he declar­ 
ed, “that the United States has a hard 
nut to crack In the m atter of the sub­ 
jugation of the Filipinos. 
I lie I* ill- 
plno p e o p le arc* probably unlike any 
other nationality on earth, aud const* 
quently a distinct aud peculiar manner 
of treatment is necessary, In any nego­ 
tiations between them and a foreign 
people for the accom plishm ent of their 
sovereignty, to a nation so dissim ilar 
to them in every characteristic. 
“Perhaps if the people of the United 
States had the Spanish war to fight 
over again they would hesitate in a de­ 
term ination to hold these islands as an 
Indemnity wit ii the purpose* of sub­ 
duing the Filipinos, for. as every one 
knows, the 
struggle there has cost 
many valuable lives and many thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
But now that they 
are in the conflict with the intention of 
conquering tile natives, it would never 
do for tile governm ent to desist. 
The 
prize is many tim es worth the pain, 
and I am convinced that when peace 
shall have been com pletely established 
the prodigious value of the islands, 
both In a commercial sense and in re­ 
spects too numerous to mention, will 
be fully appreciated by the American 
nation. 
“It m u s t 
Im* borne In mind, how­ 
ever. that in order to retain the islands 
without fom enting a repetition of the 
frequent disturbances which marked 
the sovereignty of Spain in the Philip­ 
pines, the legislative and 
e x e c u t i v e 
brandies of t h o American governm ent 
m u s t e n a c t and enforce a code of laws j 
which will Im* in conform ity with the 
manners, custom* aud tem peram ent of 
tla* Filipino people. 
It would be an 
im possibility tor the United States to 
extend It* own statutes to the Filipinos 
as they now stand and m aintain a 
p e a c e f u l and happy condition there. 
“ Laws must be enacted by the Amor- i 
lean congress to apply to the I- llipiuos 
exclusively, law s which are suitable 
and applicable even to a shade to tile ’ 
natives. 
It will Im* Impossible for the I 
p e o p le of the United States to proclaim 
their own law s and then attem pt to 
make the Filipinos conform to them. 
They must gather the natives, study ! 
their habits and disposition and then 
frame law s to conform to the populace. 
That, In substance, is an econom ic | 
axiom which is beyond controversy. 
I 
During my residence In China I have 
com e in c o n t a c t with a great many of 
the Filipinos who have journeyed to 
the Chinese ports on coin rn ere in I busi­ 
ness. 
They are, as a ride, well edu­ 
cated, thrifty and gifted with natural 
Intelligence. 
Under a conservative and 
liberal treatm ent they w ill, I believe, 
prove to Im* good citizens, worthy of 
admission to the United States. 
wholesom e proportion of the peo­ 
ple there are Chinese. The Chinese of 
the Philippines, however, are unlike 
those which inhabit the United States. 
In and around Manila there aire sub­ 
jects of the emperor engaged In every 
channel of business ami in every walk 
of life. 
There are merchants, expert 
artisans, 
professional 
men, 
business 
men and others follow ing different 
pursuits from that of manual labor. 
Then* are many Chinese m illionaires 
there, men from the most renowned, 
accom plished and aristocratic fam ilies 
of my 
native country. 
They 
have 
proved a considerable factor in tin* 
prosperity ami richness of the islands, 
which was so greatly appreciated by 
the Spanish governm ent, and they will 
continue to enhance the good com 
merci a I name of the Islands under 
American coli trot 
“ For this reason I entertain the hope 
that the Chine*** exclusion law now in 
operation in tin* Unit***! States will not 
be extended to tho Philippines when 
the 
American governm ent abolishes 
military law and provides a civil code 
for governing the Islands. 
Our coun­ 
try men will be tloue r great injustice 
lf It does ho. 
The most casual obser­ 
vation to any one interested will con 
vince bim that the Chinese are a neces­ 
sity to the Philippines and that their 
presence there. In numbers unlimited, 
will tie a l)Oon rather thau a bane to 
the future of the archipelago. 
They 
are so dissim ilar to the lmpesslon of 
the Chinese race which obtains in the 
United States that a comparison Is dif­ 
ficult.”

bust physique, 
perfect health, 
with 
steady nerve and cool head. 
Tile uatnes of these men do not ap 
pear in the naval register, they being 
rated as gunners’ mates. 
One of the 
officers who have served at the train­ 
ing station where men are being drilled 
to 
becom e divers 
said 
recently 
In 
speaking of this matter: “One of the 
main requirem ents for a man who 
w ishes to be a diver to the navy is a 
good nerve and the ability to keep 
from getting rattled. 
Many disasters 
have resulted sim ply because men have 
becom e rattled while under water. 
It 
Is nothing unusual for a candidate to be 
brought up unconscious after a trial, 
with blood Issuing from his mouth 
and nose as the result of a hemorrhage.
